Team Play Wins 
T IS a fundamental trait of human character to emphasize 
brilliancy and ignore the plodding effort that frequently 
makes brilliancy possible. One of the best examples of this 
that ean be found comes to us from the game that is just now 
engrossing the attention of all young America and most of 
the oldsters to boot, the growingly popular game of football. 
The men on the team who catch the public eye and get most 
of the headlines are the backs who advance the ball. The 
crowd grows wild when Smith or Jones makes a long for- 
ward pass or a twisting, whirling run around the end. What 
_the crowd does not see is that Smith and Jones were able to 
make their spectacular runs because a husky line opened 
holes for them or a skillful back took out opposing tacklers. 
Knute Rockne, the wizard of South Bend, whose Notre 
Dame teams are consistently good, has made his distin- 
guished record by emphasizing team play. Every man on 
his eleven is in the right place at the right time, linemen and 
backfield men doing always exactly what they are intended 
to do on every play. It is a peculiar fact that in spite of the 
remarkable success of the Notre Dame teams, few men have 
stood out from the squad as a whole as “stars.” The lesson 
is that teams win games. not individual stars. 

For once an analogy from the field of sports may 
be carried directly over into the field of business. Indi- 
vidual stars in a business organization are mighty use- 
ful to have around, but the well knit organization is 
what brings home the bacon. Too often the individual 
star is a disorganizing influence. His personal effort is 
toward his own “score” rather than the general accom- 
plishment. The business organization which has been 
imbued with the idea of team play will win the busi- 
ness game, exactly as the football team will conquer 
eleven individual stars. 


The Parking Congestion Spreads 





PEAKING of parking, as most Americans are at the | 


present time, a rather curious sidelight on the critical 
stage to which this problem of taking care of standing motor 
cars has reached is found in the request of the Yale football 
authorities that visitors to the big games in New Haven 
come by train where this is possible. They explain that the 
parking facilities at the Yale Bowl are inadequate to the 
demands upon them during the big game rushes.

Steel Prospects 
Brighter; Carnegie 
Boosts Prices $1 


Pittsburgh, Nov. 12.—Steel or- 
ders have been slack in the Pitts- 
burgh district, in some materials, 
but with iricreased car loadings, 
which means additional cars are 
hauling, it is believed there will 
be some further improvement. 
When Henry Ford comes into the 
market for tonnages, at a not far 
distant date, it is believed require- 
ments will be greatly augmented. 
The advance of $1 a ton in the 
price of bars, shapes and plates 
just put into effect by the Carnegie 
Steel Company, will unquestionably 
be followed by leading independents. 

| Carnegie’s action is significant. 
| Following on the heels of an in- 
crease averaging about $2 a ton two

months ago, it indicates clearly that | 


lthe leading intehest is determined 
not to continue selling steel at un- 
| profitable levels.’ It also reflects a 
| better feeling in the trade itself. 

| The September price increase by 
| Carnegie was followed promptly by 
| all the big independents—which was 
| probably as surprising to the in- 
| dependents themselves as to Car- 
|negie—and consumers found they 
| no-songer held control of the mar- 


ket, so far as prices were concerned, 
as they had for years. 

Rumors that Ford will put his 
mystery car on the market by No- 
vember 15 are not given serious 
credence by the steel men, who 
point out that it will take the first 
65,000 of the cars to supply the 
dealers, and that it will not attain 
a production status to make that 
number of cars, and then be ready 
to meet the tremendous demand, 
much before the first of the year. 

For the ten months ended Octo- 
ber 31, 1927, the production of pig 
iron totaled 30,888,000 tons. This 
was 5% per cent. below 1926, but 
2% per cent. better than 1925. The 
significance of the comparison 
comes from the fact that 1925 was 
the record production in the steel 
industry up to that time. This 
record was broken by the remark- 
able output last year. But since 
1927 is running ahead of 1925, it is 
in second place, and even with mod- 
erate production for the remaining 
weeks of the current year there is 
little likelihood that the 1927 ton- 
nage will fall below 1925.

This dealer took on a line of these 
heaters, but being a real merchan- 
diser did not follow the lines of 
least resistance, i. e., merely stock 
them and i1ely upon sending out 
circulars to sell them. 

What this dealer did was to es- 
tablish a heater in an individual 
garage, as he also sold the knock- 
down types cf garages. He put the 
heater -to work and then sent out 
his sales letters inviting the owners 
to come in and see the heater and 
what it did. Of course, this dem- 
onstration had its results, but a 
great many sales were made by fol- 
lowing up the prospects. And these 
heaters were sold on the installed 
basis, the price covering the unit 
and installation. And this dealer 
went’ even further by instructing 
buyers how to get the best results 
for the least expenditure of fuel. 

More garage heaters would be 
sold if the dealers would realize 
that circulars and letters won't 
bring home the bacon. The owner
